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ADULT EDUCATION MARCHES ON! 


[Last month, short editorial note gave glimpse the recent meeting 


our National Executive Committee Montreal. This month give 
more detailed account from another pen.—ED.]. 


Preliminary plans for great educational gathering, perhaps the 
largest Canadian history, held next August the Maritime 
Provinces, were made the meeting the National Executive the 
Canadian Association for Adult Education, held Montreal Monday 
and Tuesday, September 13th and 14th. 

Dr. Munro, Superintendent Education Nova Scotia, 
President the C.A.A.E., informed the executive that the Canadian 
Educational Association, which also president, had decided 
have its annual gathering that time the Maritimes and suggested 
that the two bodies, along with the Canadian Handicrafts Guild, might 
advantageously meet joint conference that occasion. 

Meetings, proposed, would opened Halifax, would adjourn 
later the week St. John Fredericton, and would concluded 
Charlottetown. 

Adult education, was intimated, would the chief topic discussed 
the 1938 conference the leading Dominion-wide educational 
organizations. 

The Montreal meeting the National Executive Committee dealt 
definitely with many important subjects. The groundwork was laid for 
future developments calculated establish the activities the Canadian 
Association for Adult Education broad, permanent basis. Among 
the chief decisions made were the following: 

Establishment subcommittee discuss and report (a) the 
possibility amalgamating with similar Canadian institutions and 
(b) five-year plan financing with view obtaining sufficient funds 
take over full responsibility necessary for the Association’s budget 
later date. 

Centralization Association efforts Toronto, with permanent 
headquarters that city. 

Concentration efforts during the coming year consolidation 
the field work done Director Corbett all parts Canada 
during the last twelve months. 

The building strong publications branch and clearing house 
for information, supervised the chairman, Dunlop, 
the director, Corbett, Esq., and Prof. Auld, counsel for the 
Association. 

Preparation plan for the extension adult education work 
among the employees large corporations. 
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Banning the use the name the Association sponsor 
radio programs does not itself arrange control, and instructing the 
director ask for time the air and arrange for series talks 
adult education. 

Increased attention newspapers means for disseminating 
information stimulate adult thought Canadian problems. 

Authorization plan for having lecturers speak before normal 
schools, colleges and departments education universities throughout 
the Dominion the topic adult education. 

Appointment Fred Stone, Esq., prepare six-months’ survey 
adult education among the employees large corporations, was 
approved. His report will submitted the members the executive 
and their suggestions invited for developing permanent scheme 
work that field. 

The executive approved the official publication handbooks 
handicrafts, the organization and direction study clubs, and 
public speaking, issued during the coming year with the imprint 
the Association. The subcommittee publications was instructed 
arrange for the distribution not only literature compiled expressly 
for the Association, but for educational literature issued similar 
organizations elsewhere. 

Rights translation and publication French will reserved 
the Association, and distribution that language will under the 
direction Dr. Bouchard, Dr. Bovey and Mr. Filteau. 

The French-Canadian section the Association will establish 
permanent headquarters later meeting, was decided. Dr. Bou- 
chard and Mr. Filteau intimated that Ottawa would probably selected, 
order emphasize the fact that French-Canada, from the point 
view the Canadian Association for Adult Education, includes not 
only the 2,500,000 French-Canadians the Province Quebec but the 
750,000 the other provinces well. 


Discussion centered for sometime the educational program the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation.

Under the heading practical considerations, Mrs. Plumptre 
advanced the argument that leisure bound play increasing part 
human living technical progress lightens the burden labour 
resting human backs and arms. She asserted that aesthetic progress 
must bulk large among the objectives the organization. Dr. Bouchard 
agreed. thought the problem aesthetics farm life should receive 
particular attention. have all been preoccupied with the problem 
making farm life said. technicians are doing all they 
can that line. our duty find out, and teach the people 
our rural regions, how make farm life richer.”’ 


Mr. Corbett told the work the School Fine Arts, operated 
Banff since 1932 the Extension Department the University 
Alberta. thought would develop eventually into national 
organization, featuring annual fine arts festivals sponsored National 
School Fine Arts. 

The executive asked kept informed the progress the experi- 
ment and affirmed their intention giving vigorous support the 
first possible opportunity. 

Dr. Munro argued that every provincial department education 
Canada should now recognize that adult education one its major 
problems. thought that articles dealing with adult education should 
appear every publication sent out teachers. ‘‘Learning the true 
sense begins when schooling said. rural districts, 
affirmed, the teacher looked potential leader. some areas 
she the pivot which all culture turns. The work she can 
disseminate clear thinking and community effort almost limitless, 
provided she trained fit her responsibilities. provincial 
departments, insisted, take the lead, co-operation with the 
Association and other public bodies, furthering after-school educational 
activities. 

Mr. Filteau suggested that the Government his province (Quebec) 
might appoint assistant director education who would specialize 
adult education and who could loaned from time time French- 
Canadian groups other provinces. Such man should person 
experience, permanent official, who could get results.

Second, there must exact appraisal the ready-to-hand 
resources and equipment that may and should utilized. would 
unwise set forth unmindful the pioneers who have established the 
foundations for the present expedition; and still more foolish throw 
their contributions 

Third, there should the fullest utilization all co-operative 
auxiliaries. All forces aiming the same goal should brought into 
team-play. None should overlooked and left behind. The success 
each the success all. united front the price victory; 


Upon these three general fundamentals, submit the following 
specific suggestions: 


THE PURPOSE AND SCOPE ADULT LEARNING FOR PROVINCE 


for all education, the aim Adult Education may said, 
suppose, serve mankind the attainment better and happier 
world. And what are the chief hindrances this 
devoutly 

These are mankind’s four worst enemies: First, War; second, Disease 
and Ill Health; third, Ignorance; and fourth, Poverty. also, with 
its train lesser ills. War with its hates, its suspicions, its intolerances. 
Disease with its human suffering and pain, costs. Ignorance

with its superstitions and its fears. Poverty with its poor homes, its 
unemployment, its bitterness life’s inequalities. 

Within the boundaries these needs lie the tasks Adult 
The sociologist interprets the New Social Order. The educationist 
calls the New Education. The preacher calls the Coming the 
Kingdom. The politician calls the New Deal. the statesman 
Co-operative Democracy. the practical schoolmaster Good 
Citizenship expressing itself its broadest implications terms 
World Citizenship, and its community relationships, expressing itself 
Good Neighbouring sharing one another’s burdens, pulling together 
and replacing the spirit competition the spirit

FOR OLD EDUCATIONAL FORCES 


This recent emergence anxiety about the need rousing adults 
new interest matters concerning social reconstruction suggests 
that our public schemes education have failed. Perhaps there has 
been over confidence the efficacy instructing children and youth. 
The world’s work not done recent graduates schools and colleges. 
the grown-ups the world who have shoulder the responsibilities, 
The world cannot afford wait these parlous times for our boys and 
girls grow and get their wisdom. There strong demand for 
the projection public education into the post-school ages, not 
academic way but way that will stir folk all sorts carry forward 
The Torch. Education for ever! 

make bold suggest that Provincial Association for Adult 
Education should try bring about co-operative scheme with its 
Department Education, its Univerities, its Public Libraries and 
possibly its Provincial Museum, its College Art and its Conservatory 
Music whereby might function auxiliary these institutions 
for the purpose their wares the general adult public. 
not new and separate organization that needed much having 
the old publicly recognized and supported institutions ‘‘stepped down” 
for common every day and non-academic use. Such relationship would 
probably more popular than the work were carried the official 
governmental authority. There could more freedom from depart- 
mental red tape and more enthusiasm aroused with the management 
under democratically chosen officials. might organized the 
semi-private and semi-official plan much used Sweden for promoting 
social ends. The Association would need incorporated that 
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ADULT LEARNING 


might accept bequests and endowments, grant scholarships, operate 
community hostels the universities, publish popular magazine and 
pamphlets and bulletins instruction for its study groups. 
first, least, most its support would have come from government 
and university grants. For this reason some the directors the 
Auxiliary would governmental university appointees. 


EXTENDING THE DEPARTMENT EDUCATION’S READING COURSES 


One the first activities such Auxiliary might well the 
popularizing and the Education splendid 
scheme encouraging the reading good literature elementary and 
secondary school pupils. For this there would need popular 
publication, that might called LEARNER, widely distributed 
amongst all pupils’ homes. Parents would encouraged read the 
books recommended for their children and discuss them the family 
table and the family circles. 

Nor should the lists good books limited those suitable for 
pupils the elementary and high schools. texts recommended for 
students the Universities English, History and Economics might 
made known the public large. And other good publications suitable 
for Home and School Clubs for Reading Circles might made known. 
co-operation with the Library Association ‘‘all the far 
interested any way with schools and education might kept 
informed about worth while literature. brief the idea have the 
Auxiliary function agency and clearing house for popularizing 
and extending the Department’s plan have our children become 
readers. THE LEARNER mentioned above “house would 
along the lines THE LIsTENER used for educational purposes the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. 

this means parents and the public generally might educated 
about education and led through their children’s interests back 
school again”’ for all the rest their lives.

The Carnegie grant and the work made possible have definitely 
established the drama cultural force the community and school 
life the province Alberta. Progress has been particularly marked 
the rural and small town communites whose artists and stage pro- 
ductions have not infrequently succeeded capturing the awards from 
the urban centres the provincial festivals. 

1932, Corbett, Director the Department Extension, 
and Elizabeth Sterling Haynes, newly appointed instructor dramatics, 
decided that one the projects undertaken under the Carnegie 
grant should school drama provide intensive training the 
arts related the theatre. was agreed that the first school should 
held Banff August, 1933, minimum students would 
signify their willingness attend registering for the courses and 
paying fee $1.00. 

prospectus outlining the courses offered was sent out 
teachers and Little Theatre groups throughout the province and pro- 
vision was made have all teaching done Elizabeth Haynes and 
Theodore Cohen. When the school was opened Banff, instead 
forty students two hundred and thirty presented themselves for instruc- 
tion, and the school made enthusiasm what lacked 
members. number plays were produced the close the school 
and one them Slave with Two Faces” was performed before the 
Institute Pacific Relations, then meeting Banff, and met with the 
enthusiastic approval that distinguished body.

The enrolment 
the 1934 school consisted 151 adults and children from widely- 
separated points Alberta and twenty-five points outside the province. 


1935 the appropriation for the Banff School was smaller than 
previous years, consequently staff appointments were curtailed and the 
British Columbia and Miss Almena Yeoman Brandon Normal 
School were the only outside staff members engaged assist Mrs. 
Haynes and Mr. Cohen. Courses make-up, costume, stage-craft, 
lighting, acting, direction, choric speech and erythmics were offered 
adult students and children. spite the heavy teaching 
burden Mrs. Haynes produced and Palace 
the closing performances the school. Cretan and Grecian 
costumes for the latter play were designed, stencilled and made the 
students the school while the dances for the play were specially 
arranged from Greek and Cretan dance forms Miss Yeoman. 


new feature was added the 1935 school when art section was 
arranged for through the co-operation the Institute Technology 
and Art, Calgary. This section was under the direction Mr. 
Leighton the Institute staff, and while the two schools were admin- 
istered separately, classes were held the same buildings and there 
was close collaboration between the students and staffs the two 
schools. 

the conclusion the 1935 school, successful negotiations were 

entered into between the Institute Technology and Art and the Uni- 
versity have the art school formerly directed the Institute, in- 
corporated with the School the Theatre under the name the 
School Fine which future would sponsored jointly the 
two institutions. 
the 1936 school there were one hundred and twenty adults and 
sixty children enrolled the Theatre division, forty-four Art and 
twenty-four Music, and they represented twenty-two points outside 
Alberta with goodly number from the United States.

Viggo Kihl continued the 
master classes piano started the year before, and the response the 
new program was very encouraging. 


the Art division Mr. Leighton returned from England 
again take his duties and was ably assisted Glyde, 
Pearson, Adam, and Bernard Middleton. 

Theatre, Elizabeth Haynes headed the most outstanding staff 
the history the school. Dr. Frederick Koch, head the Department 
Dramatic Art the University North Carolina, and founder the 
Famous Carolina Playmakers, was secured guest lecturer 
senior course acting and direction and another play-writing. Need- 
less say the opportunity receive instruction from the man 
claims such distinguished American playwrights Maxwell 
and Paul Green his students, was rare privilege indeed. 
Joseph Smith the Department Speech, University 
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again gave junior and senior courses voice and speech and proved 
even more popular than his first year. Theodore Cohen, fresh 
his work Theatre Union, New York, again made substantial 
contribution the work stage-craft and production. 

For the work eurythmics and the dance, relation the theatre, 
real discovery was made the person Grace Tinning Regina, 
product the Wigman School New York, young woman who 
brought many fine qualities her work. Mrs. Clara McPherson 
Ryley, headed the work the children’s division and rounded out 
well-balanced staff. 

One hundred and ninety-seven students, over per eent. whom 
came from points outside Alberta and from the United States, were 
attendance the school and were distributed follows: Music, 
Art, and 121 including children Theatre. When con- 
sidered that 1937 was the most disastrous drought year the present 
dry cycle the West and that fees were increased per cent. over the 
previous year, the response the 1937 school was remarkable and 
provided ample proof that the school rapidly becoming one not only 
national, but international importance. 

One the significant developments connection with the 1937 
school was that proved conclusively that there people’s theatre 
Alberta. Early the spring 1937 Mr. Cameron, Acting Director 
the Department Extension, and Elizabeth Haynes made arrange- 
ments with number community theatre groups select the plays 
which they would enter the 1938 provincial festival and put them into 
rehearsal with view having them presented during the Banff school 
when the helpful criticism such men Dr. Koch and Prof. Smith 
would invaluable. proposals were accepted the Ryley Players 
(Ryley small town about 150 people); The Edmonton Progressive 
Arts Club (an unemployed group who were given free tuition 
The Innisfail Dramatic Club (Innisfail central Alberta town 1500); 
The Clive Dramatic Club (all from the farm) and the Warner Players 
rural high school group). 

The results five years effort the Banff school have been most 
gratifying. that period hundreds students from school, church and 
community groups have received instruction and inspiration and some 
degree technical proficiency play production. The standard 
dramatic achievement has been substantially raised and growing de- 
mand has developed for plays literary quality rather than for the cheap, 
tural farces that were for too long popular among adults. 

From small experiment five years ago the Banff School Fine Arts 
has been definitely established one the important cultural forces 
the life Canada.
